Baptist  Bible  Institute  students  in  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Practical  Activities  reported  eleven  con¬ 
versions  in  the  week  ending  February  26;  78  dealt 
with  personally;  94  sermons  and  addresses;  518 
attending  the  meetings;  and  545  Gospels  and 
tracts  distributed. 

So  far  no  bad  news  has  come  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  missionaries  who  are  at  work  in  Shanghai. 
Miss  Juanita  Byrd,  daughter  of  our  Sunday  School 
Executive,  is  a  teacher  in  the  University  of  Shang¬ 
hai.  Her  friends  have  received  no  recent  news 
from  her,  and  all  are  praying  that  she  may  he 
preserved  from  harm. 

When  we  hear  of  our  women  walking  for  two 
miles  on  a  poor  country  road,  as  some  of  our  Mis¬ 
sissippi  Baptist  women  have  done  lately  to  attend 
a  missionary  institute,  our  hope  and  faith  in  the 
triumph  of  the  Gospel  are  buoyed  up.  The  reports 
<>f  the  women  workers  in  our  State  Board  offices 
are  enough  to  kindle  anew  the  zeal  of  all  of  us. 

We  understand  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Mississippi  College  at  its  meeting  last  week  plan¬ 
ned  to  reduce  expenses  for  next  year  by  elim¬ 
inating  one  professor,  reducing  administrative 
expenses,  eliminating  one  of  the  athletic  coaches 
and  otherwise  reducing  the  athletic  expense.  The 
Education  Commission  also  reduced  the  salary  of 
the  Secretary  at  his  suggestion.  These  economies 
are  in  line  with  those  being  practiced  in  all  lines 
of  business  and  will  meet  the  approval  of  the 
brotherhood  all  over  the  State. 

Rev.  A.  W.  Talltert  has  areepted  the  pastorate 
of  Richland  Church  at  Plain  in  Rankin  county  and 
of  Montgomery  Church,  Lincoln  county.  This  was 
effective  January  1st,  1932.  He  succeeded  Rev. 
D.  J.  Miley  and  Rev.  W.  L.  Munsey,  res(>ectively. 
They  have  put  on  the  F.very-Member  Canvass  at 
both  places,  which  was  their  first  attempt.  They 
also  organized  B.Y.P.U.’s  at  Plain.-  This  is  in 
addition  to  his  field  at  Johnston  Station  in  Pike 
county,  and  Mayton  and  Pearson  in  Rankin  county. 

Dr.  John  H.  Eager,  who  now  makes  his  home 
in  New  ^  ork  City,  has  an  article  in  a  recent  issue 
of  The  Christian  Index  on  “The  Seabury  Investi¬ 
gation  in  New  York  City,”  in  which  he  gives  some 
of  the  shocking  things  revealed  of  the  systematic

Several  Things  About  Them 

L  Southwide  debts  are  the  unpaid  financial 
obligations  on  Home  Missions,  Foreign  Missions, 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  on  account  of  the  Educational  Board  and 
the  Montezuma  College,  the  Southern  and  South¬ 
western  Seminaries,  the  Bible  Institute  and  the 
New  Orleans  Hospital. 

2.  The  total  of  these  debts  Is  near  five  million 
dollars. 

3.  They  were  made  by  these  Boards  and  their 


executives  in  good  faith  for  the  sake  of  advancing 
Christ’s  causes,  trusting  God  and  the  brotherhood 
in  times  of  prosperity  and  encouraging  promises 
by  the  churches.  They  followed  the  movements 
of  the  business  world  in  enlargement.  They  were 
made  largely  with  the  knowledge  and  good  will 
of  the  denomination.  They  were  not  caused  by 
extravagances,  but  by  the  people’s  failure  to  pay 
the  money  in  through  denominational  channels. 
Drastic  cuts  have  been  made  in  all  lines,  and 
economies  practiced  in  many  cases  down  to  real 
sacrifice. 

4.  These  causes  now  have  in  valuable  assets  or 
glorious  service  rendered  all  the  money  spent  in 
making  these  debts.  All  of  them  represent  in¬ 
vestments  in  needed  equipment  or  spiritual 
achievements  for  Christ.  There  has  been  no  loss 
or  waste  finally  to  Christ’s  Cause.  The  only  ex¬ 
ceptions  to  this  statement  are  found  in  the  cases 
of  two  or  three  defalcations  on  the  part  of  treas¬ 
urers.  Our  debts  are  around  five  million,  but  our 
real  assets  are  around  twenty  million.  That  is 
not  a  bad  showing. 

5.  I  am  sorry  we  have  these  debts,  but  would 
rather  have  the  debts  and  our  great  denomination 
and  its  institutions,  causes  and  achievements  than 
to  be  like  the  Hardshell  Baptists  and  have  no 
debts  and  no  anything  else.  Per  capita,  our 
Southwide  debts  are  $1.20  apiece.  If  we  wanted 
to  and  would  make  a  real  effort  ,we  could  pay  all 
of  these  debts  before  breakfast  in  February. 

6.  Our  creditors  trusted  us  in  flushed  times, 
but  they  are  watching  us  and  rather  patiently 
waiting  on  us  in  lean  times.  We  must  not  dis¬ 
appoint  them  in  hard  times. 

7.  These  debts  must  be  paid  by  the  Baptists 
of  the  South  sooner  or  later.  Nobody  else  will 
pay  them.  They  are  the  debts  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  and  its  constituents  morally, 
and  finally  legally.  They  must  be  paid.  Let  us 
face  that  solemn  fact. 

8.  We  ought  not  to  let  these  debts  suffocate 
or  strangle  the  causes  and  institutions,  nor  ruin 
our  credit  and  good  name.  They  will  if  not  paid. 
Under  these  crushing  debts  our  causes  cannot 
live  and  grow  always,  nor  very  much  longer  with¬ 
out  payment  or  a  plan  to  pay, 

9.  These  debts  ought  not  to  be  increased.  The 
executives  are  doing  their  best  to  stop  the  in¬ 
crease.  It  is  hard  to  do  when  the  annual  income 
from  the  churches  is  decreasing.  The  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
will  likely  support  a  helpful  plan  in  the  next 
Convention  to  aid  them  in  this  matter  of  stopping 
debt. 

10.  The  payment  of  these  debts  stands  between 
two  hindering  barriers,  the  large  debts  of  most 
of  our  larger  churches  and  the  large  debts  of  the 
State  causes.  The  debts  of  these  two  groups  are 
nearer  the  people  and  press  them  hard.  The 
South  wide  causes  are  further  from  the  people 
who  must  pay  all  the  debts.  How  can  the  South¬ 
wide  debts  get  by  this  impasse?  Only  by  the 
supremacy  of  a  higher  loyalty.  The  best  way  to 
pay  local  and  State  debts  is  also  to  help  pay 
debts  on  the  Southwide  and  Worldwide  causes. 
We  cannot  pay  debts  close  at  home  at  the  cost 
of  Worldwide  Missions  and  Education.  This  is 
a  great  Gospel  fundamental,  the  force  of  which 
we  cannot  escape. 

11.  We  must  make  a  plan  to  pay  debts  at  the 
next  Convention.  This  does  not  say  pay,  but  make 
a  plan  to  pay.  The  Promotional  Committee  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  will  propose  a 
plan.  Here  it  is.  It  has  two  sides  to  it:— A  Cam¬ 


paign  for  emergency  debts,  sometime  before  the 
fall  State  Conventions,  for  about  $300,000.00 — 
and  a  debt-paying  pledge  in  the  Every-Member 
Canvass  in  the  years  to  come,  a  place  on  the 
pledge  card  for  a  pledge  to  pay  Southwide  debts. 
The  Convention  will  face  this  plan.  Will  they 
adopt  it  ?  The  executives  of  the  Southwide  causes 
are  in  harmony  with  this  plan.  If  not  this,  in 
Heaven’s  glorious  name  and  for  Christ’s  sake, 
they  should  adopt  some  other  and  better  plan  to 
pay  these  debts.  Our  creditors  and  our  credit 
demand  a  plan  to  pay  and  an  effort  to  pay.  We 
must  plan  a  plan  to  pay.  Some  concerted  plan 
also  ought  to  be  made  to  pay  State  debts.  The 
churches  have  a  plan  to  pay  local  church  debts. 
Why  not  a  plan  to  pay  worldwide  and  Southwide 
debts?  The  present  plan  will  never  pay  our 
debts,  unless  it  works  better  than  it  has.  This 
statement  is  made  in  absolute  loyalty  to  the 
Every-Member  Canvass  and  Unified  Denomina¬ 
tional  Program.  It  will  do  well  at  its  present 
best  to  maintain  all  operating  costs  on  the  local. 
State  and  Southwide  causes.  I  have  all  praise  for 
those  States  which  are  maintaining  the  50-50 
basis  of  contributions.  They  are  doing  nobly  but 
are  falling  short  in  reaching  the  former  high 
“water-marks”  in  giving.  They  should  plan  also 
some  form  of  cooperation  in  helping  to  pay  South- 
wide  debts.  Let  them  work  out  a  plan. 

I  plead  with  all  my  heart,  in  the  name  of  all 
our  causes,  for  a  plan  to  plan  to  pay  Southwide 
debts.

Same  paragraph,  lines  11  and  12,  "any 
member  or  organism,”  not  any  member  of  an 
organism.  Paragraph  5,  line  10,  should  read, 
“Bacon’s  observation  is  apropos.” 

A  bulletin  sent  out  by  the  Mississippi  State 
Health  Board  shows  the  number  of  deaths  from 
automobile  accidents  in  the  State  to  have  mounted 
steadily  from  three  in  the  year  1914  to  330  in  the 
year  1930.  Only  in  one  year  there  was  a  decline, 
namely  in  1920.  Accidental  deaths  from  other 
causes  than  by  automobile  were  from  a  little  over 
1200  to  a  little  over  1400.  Here  the  figures  go  up 
and  down  during  this  period.  In  1918  they  went 
down  to  1100.  In  1927  they  went  above  1650,  and 
from  that  year  to  1930  they  went  down  each  year. 
In  homicides  there  is  a  bad  record,  showing  an 
increase  from  225  in  the  year  1915  to  over  500  in 
the  year  1930.  From  1921  to  1924  the  figures 
went  down,  but  have  been  rising  since.  The 
statement  of  the  health  board  on  this  subject  is 
a  severe  indictment.  It  is  as  follows: 

Statistics  indicate  that  life  is  cheaper  in  Mis¬ 
sissippi  than  in  any  other  part  of  North  America, 
unless  it  be  in  Mexico,  from  which  country  no 
figures  are  available.  This  constitutes  a  condi¬ 
tion  that  should  shame  the  citizens  of  the  State 
into  a  determination  to  put  an  end  to  the  high 
death  rate  resulting  from  murders  and  homicides 
—many  of  these  tragic  happenings  resulting  from 
the  merest  quibbles  and  the  flimsiest  sort  of 
excuses.

The  Orient  today  wants  to  know’ 
whether  the  cross  of  Christ  is  taking  hold  of  us 
so  that  men  and  women  of  different  races  can 
live  together  as  the  family  of  God.  We  have  got 
to  take  the  cross  into  the  realm  of  economics  if 
we  are  going  to  interpret  the  cross  to  the  world. 
Christ  was  no  communist,  but  he  believed  in  the 
equality  of  the  privileges  of  men.  Are  our  stan-^ 
dards  of  living  according  to  Christ’s  mind?”

Our  words  just  and  justice  come  from  the 
Latin  word  which  means  what  is  fundamentally 
right,  and  so  came  to  be  embodied  in  law,  that  is, 
a  thing  generally  recognized  as  right  or  righteous, 
and  so  required  in  the  conduct  of  men,  with  penal¬ 
ties  for  disregard  or  violation  of  it.  All  of  this 
is  involved  in  the  word  and  more. 

As  we  have  said,  it  implies  whatever  is  right, 
or  correct,  in  conduct,  or  in  relationships  between 
persons,  whether  as  between  man  and  man,  or 
between  man  and  God,  or  between  man  and  the 
community  or  State  to  which  he  belongs.  It 
means  right  relationship  and  right  conduct  grow¬ 
ing  out  of  this  relationship  and  in  recognition  of  it. 

Man  is  a  religious  and  social  being.  His  rela¬ 
tion  to  God  is  his  religion  and  his  relation  to  men 
is  his  opportunity  for  exercising  this  religion. 

Righteousness,  therefore,  means  first  of  all,  a 
right  relationship  to  God.  It  means  having  cor¬ 
rect  views  as  to  this  relationship  to  God,  giving 
proper  recognition  to  this  relationship,  and  allow¬ 
ing  it  to  control  all  our  attitudes  and  our  outward 
conduct.  A  man  who  is  not  right  with  God,  can 
hardly  be  right  with  anybody  or  anything  else. 

Nothing  can  be  more  important  than  seeing  to  it 
that  this  relationship  to  God  is  properly  preserved. 

It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  “think  on  these 
things.”

SCRIPTURAL  BASIS  FOR  CHRISTIAN 
EDUCATION 


(By  Dr.  M.  O.  Patterson,  at 
Request  of  Sec.  H.  L.  Martin) 


Not  a  few  of  our  Baptist  people  feel  that  it  is 
a  strained  interpretation  of  the  Scriptures,  to  say 
the  least,  to  ground  Christian  education  as  cov¬ 
ered  by  our  denominational  colleges  on  particular 
passages  of  Scripture.  We  seek  in  vain  for  a 
positive  divine  command  to  establish  denomina¬ 
tional  schools.  We  might  be  able,  however,  to 
find  particular  passages  requiring  the  ^establish¬ 
ment  of  Christian  schools  about  as  easily  as  pas¬ 
sages  requiring  Sunday  schools,  B.Y.P.U.’s,  W.M. 
U.’s,  mission  boards  and  other  aids  to  our  work. 

It  will  not  be  out  of  place  here  to  examine  this 
idea  of  Scriptural  authority  for  thisr  or  that  or  the 
other.  What  do  we  mean  when  we  speak  of 
Scriptural  authority?  Luther  believed  strongly 
in  the  “authority  of  the  Scriptures”;  in  his  appli¬ 
cation^  of  the  principle  to  his  religious  system  he 
took  over  everything  in  the  Catholic  Church  which 
was  not  “positively  forbidden  by  the  Scriptures.” 
Zwingli  believed  in  the  principle  as  strongly  as 
Luther,  but  applied  it  differently.  He  eliminated 
everything  in  the  Catholic  Church  from  his  re¬ 
ligious  system  which  did  not  “find  positive  war¬ 
rant  in  the  Scriptures.”  Some  today  would  elim¬ 
inate  from  our  Christian  program  everything 
which  is  not  “positively  commanded  in  the  Scrip¬ 
tures.”  Each  believed  in  Scriptural  authority,  but 
applied  it  differently.  The  application  of  the 
principle  stirred  up  bitter  antagonism  between 
Luther  and  Zwingli.  The  application  of  the  prin¬ 
ciple  has  not  always  led  to  harmony  amongst 
Baptists.  One  of  our  cardinal  principles  is  the 
“authority  of  the  Scriptures.”  Most  of  us  would 
be  satisfied  with  this  statement  of  the  principle: 
“The  Scriptures  are  inspired  of  God  and  therefore 
authoritative  and  all-sufficient  for  doctrine  and 
duty.  Baptists  believe  this  and  are  willing  to 
contend  earnestly  for  it.  But  they  have  not 
always  agreed  on  the  application  of  the  principle. 

Now  if  our  idea  of  its  application  is  a  positive 
“thus  saith  the  Lord,”  on  every  specific  phase 
of  our  church  activities,  then  our  Sunday  school, 
B.Y.P.U.,  W.M.U.,  mission  boards,  denominational 
school,  must  be  abandoned.  No  positive  command 
for  anyone  of  them.  But  when  we  begin  to  search 
the  Scriptures  and  interpret  them  intelligently, 
we  find  great  bedrock  principles  upon  which  these 
activities  rest.  Our  special  concern  here  is  the 
Scriptural  warrant  for  Christian  schools.  No  col¬ 
lection  of  disconnected  passages  of  Scripture  will 
suffice.  But  our  loyalty  to  these  institutions  must 
not  be  impaired  for  lack  of  a  “thus  saith  the 
Lord!" 

We  must  approach  the  idea  of  Scriptural  au¬ 
thority  for  Christian  education  not  with  a  view 
to  finding  particular  passages  commanding  or 
forbidding  it,  but  with  the  idea  of  finding  vitally 
important  principles  in  which  the  essentials  of 
Christian  education  are  imbedded. 

One  of  the  first  of  these  great  principles  that 
arrests  the  attention  of  the  fair-minded  interp¬ 
reter  of  the  Scriptures  is  that  of  TEACHING. 
Jesus  made  much  of  teaching  in  carrying  forward 
His  work.  He  gave  a  large  place  to  it  in  the 
building  of  His  Kingdom.  Teaching  is  placed  by 
Him  in  importance  along  by  the  side  of  preaching. 
Jesus  went  from  place  to  place  “teaching  in  their 
synagogues  and  preaching  the  Gospel  of  the  King¬ 
dom.”  "Teaching  them  to  observe  all  things,” 
lies  at  the  very  heart  of  our  religion  and  condi¬ 
tions  its  effectiveness  in  advancing  His  Kingdom. 

Christian  education  rests  upon  certain  essen¬ 
tials  implied  in  teaching.  Namely,  the  teacher, 
the  subject-matter,  those  to  be  taught.  The  teach¬ 
er  plays  an  important  part  in  Christ’s  education¬ 
al  program.  But  did  Jesus  have  in  mind  Chris¬ 
tian  schools  or  Sunday  schools  where  teaching  is 
to  be  done?  Probably  not.  But  he  did  have  in 
mind  the  Christian  teacher,  the  Christian  subject 
matter,  the  Christian  pupil  (real  or  prospective). 
These  are  the  essentials  of  Christian  education. 
Given  a  Christian  teacher  who  adequately  repre¬ 
sents  the  Master  and  Teacher,  you  have  one  ele¬ 
ment  in  Christian  education  whether  in  a  State 
school,  denominational  school  or  Sunday  school. 


Without  this  essential  there  cannot  be  Christian 
education  even  in  a  denominational  school.  I 
would  place  the  genuinely  Christian  teacher  first 
in  importance  in  Christian  education.  No  teacher 
has  the  right  to  draw  his  living  from  a  denomina¬ 
tional  school  who  does  not  measurably  represent 
the  denomination  he  presumes  to  serve. 

The  subject  matter  in  which  students  are  to  be 
instructed  is  another  essential  in  Christian  edu¬ 
cation.  Jesus  defines  this  in  part:  “teaching 
them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have 
commanded  you.”  “But,”  someone  will  inquire, 
“did  Jesus  have  a  college  in  mind  when  He  uttered 
these  words  to  His  disciples?”  Perhaps  there 
would  be  difference  of  opinion  in  answering  this 
question.  But  there  can  be  no  question  as  to  the 
importance  Jesus  attaches  here  to  the  teacher’s 
instructional  material,  “whatsoever  I  have  com¬ 
manded.”  It  does  not  make  so  much  difference 
where  the  teaching  is  done — be  it  in  a  Sunday 
school  room,  a  college  classroom,  walking  along 
the  way,  or  sitting  on  a  log  by  the  roadside.  It 
makes  a  great  deal  of  difference,  however,  who 
teaches  and  what  is  taught. 

Christian  education  is  rooted  in  another  Scrip¬ 
tural  principle,  that  of  preparation  for  the  largest 
service.  This  principle  brings  into  view  those  to 
be  instructed  and  trained  for  the  most  efficient 
service  in  building  the  spiritual  Kingdom  of 
Christ.  Does  God  need  persons  who  are  prepared 
for  this  task  ?  The  answer  is  found  in  the  achieve¬ 
ments  of  Moses,  Samuel,  David,  Isaiah,  Paul,  not 
to  mention  many  less  important  men  of  those 
days.  One  of  the  outstanding  needs  of  the  King¬ 
dom  of  God  is  a  strong  leadership.  Search  the 
Scriptures  and  Christian  history  and  you  will  find 
the  strength  of  leadership  growing  out  of  two 
distinct  lines  of  preparation. — That  which  God 
gives  and  that  which  the  i  ndividual  acquires 
through  training.  The  lack  of  either  hampers 
one’s  usefulness  materially;  the  possession  of  both 
enhances  his  usefulness  greatly. 

A  very  practical  question  arises  here — What 
agency  is  best  adapted  to  provide  this  necessary 
training?  Without  hesitation  I  would  answer  the 
Christian  school.  The  school  must  be  keyed  to  the 
ideals  of  the  Kingdom  of  God,  if  this  mission  is 
to  be  fulfilled.  The  mission  of  the  Christian 
school,  I  am  profoundly  convinced,  is  not  the  edu¬ 
cation  of  the  masses — a  task  financially  impossible 
to  any  denomination — but  the  training  of  a  lead¬ 
ership  to  whom  is  entrusted  the  task  of  inspiring 
and  directing  our  Christian  forces  in  victorious 
achievement.  One’s  view  of  the  mission  of  the 
Christian  school  will  determine  very  definitely 
whether  he  will  advocate  the  establishment  of 
many  Christian  schools  or  of  few.  The  denomina¬ 
tion’s  policy  regarding  Christian  schools  will  grow’ 
out  of  their  view  of  the  mission  of  these  schools — 
an  effort  to  educate  the  masses  or  to  train  a 
denominational  leadership.

Much  thought  and  prayer  were  focused  on  the 
$*>0,000.00  campaign  for  Christian  Education  and 
many  have  been  thinking  and  praying  over  the 
result.  Other  campaigns  followed  and  we  have 
kept  silent  in  the  interest  of  them.  For  instance, 
the  Every-Member  Canvass  is  vital  to  every 
branch  of  our  work  and  there  should  be  no  letup 
on  it  until  all  of  our  people  so  far  as  possible 
shall  have  been  enlisted.  Thorough  enlistment 
will  solve  all -of  our  problems. 

_  But,  this  is  aside  the  subjecL  We  prayed  that 
we  might— raise  $00,000,00  in  order  that  there 
should  be  no  default.  The  amount  raised  through 
the  campaign -was  several  times  less  than  $60,- 
000.00  and  there-was  no  default.  Were  our  pray¬ 
ers  answered?  Certainly. 

Our  Lord  taught  us  to  pray,  “Give  us  day  by 
•lay  pur  daily  bread.”  Manna  was  given  in  an¬ 
swer  to  prayer.  (Ps.  105:40).  But  when  more 
than  one  day’s  supply  was  gathered  in  violation 
of  God’s  command,  it  spoiled.  (Ex.  16:20).  God 
answers  our  prayers  for  our  needs.  His  promises 
aie  co-extensive  with  our  needs  and  no  further. 
The  chief  object  of  our  prayers  was  that  sufficient 
funds  should  he  raised  to  avoid  default  on  our 
obligations.

Certainly,  then,  our  prayers  were  an¬ 
swered. 

Then  let  us  keep  on  praying  that  our  real  needs 
shall  be  supplied  from  day  to  day  and  from  time 
to  time  as  the  exigencies  of  the  situation  may 
require.  And  leCus  work  as  we  pray.  If  we 
pray  in  faith  the  riches  and  treasures  of  heaven 
and  earth  will  be  at  our  disposal  in  furtherance 
of  God’s  purposes  in  this  world. 

Our  colleges  need  to  be  sufficiently  endowed 
to  be  self-sustaining  or  practically  so.  We  read 
of  many  wealthy  people  sold  on  Christian  Educa¬ 
tion  who  would  gladly  rally  to  the  endowment  of 
our  Christian  colleges  if  they  could  have  the  as¬ 
surance  that  the  colleges  will  be  perpetuated  and 
that  their  endowments  will  be  preserved  inviolate. 
Can  we  not  give  this  assurance?  Can  we  not  one 
and  all  work  and  pray  to  this  end  for  our  col¬ 
leges?  We  can  never  convince  ourselves  or  oth¬ 
ers  without  faith.  The  faithless  have  failed  al¬ 
ready,  but  “AH  things  are  possible  to  him  that 
believeth.”  Our  people  are  well  able  with  hurt 
to  no  one,  bountifully  to  support  all  of  our  insti¬ 
tutions. 

Brethren,  let-  us  not  be  faithless,  entailing  the 
frightful  cost,  but  rather  let  us  pray  on  and  work 
for  the  success  of  our  whole  denominational 
program.

GREAT  WORDS  OF  THE  BIBLB 

4 By  Harry  L.  Spencer,  Pastor  of  Immanuel 

Baptist  Church,  Hattiesburg.  Mississippi) 
Opheilo 

This  is  the  common  word  in  the  Greek  for  debt 
and  is  so  used  a  number  of  times  in  the  New 
Testament.  However,  our  interest  in  this  word 
grows  out  of  the  fact  that  it  is  employed  by  the 
writers  of  inspired  Scripture  to  describe  spiritual 
obligations. 

We  note  that  this  word  is  eight  times  translated 
owe,  or  debt,  referring  to  material  obligations 
only  in  the  fallowing  passages-  Luke  16;  7.  7; 

^4,  16;  5;  in  Matthew  28;23;  and  Roinans  TS;  27,  13; 
8  and  1;  14,  Philemon -verses  18  and  19.  However, 
here  we  are  impressed  with  two  exceptions  even 
in  this  group  of  reference,  for  in  Romans  1:14 
Paul’s  acknowledgement  of  his  debtorship  is  a 
debt  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  Greeks  ami  Bar¬ 
barians,  wise  and  foolish,  and  in  Philemon  verse 
19  he  remind-  Philemon  that  he  owes  him  his 
own  self. 

\\  c  find,  however,  that  this  same  word  is  trans¬ 
lated  some  sixteen  times  ought  with  scarcely  a 
reference  to  material  obligations,  but  to  that  of 
moral  or  spiritual.  This  word  is  so  translated  in 
the  following  passages:  Romans  15:1;  Eph.  5:28; 
1  Cor.  7:3;  9:10;  11:7;  11:10;  5:10;  2  Cor.  12:14; 
Lk.  17:10;  Hebrews  5:12;  I  Jno.  3:6;  4:11;  Jno. 
13:14;  19:7;  and  Acts  17:29.  We  find  in  this 
group  of  passages  our  Christian  debtorship. 
group  of  parages  an  itemized  account  of  our 
Christian  debtorship. 

There  is  a  third  group  of  passages  in  which 
this  same  word  is  translated  bound,  as  in  2  Thess. 
1:3  and  2:13  the  Apostle  Paul  says  “We  are 
bound  to  give  thanks  to  God  for  you  always.” 
Tn  Hebrew  5:3,  the  writer  is  saying  that  the 
Jewish  Priest  is  bound  to  offer  sacrifice  for  the 
people  and  for  himself  for  their  sins.  The  same 
writer  in  Hebrews  2:17  in  speaking  of  Christ, 
said,  “Wherefore  He  is  bound  in  all  things  to  be 
made  like  unto  His  brethren  that  He  might  be¬ 
come  a  merciful  and  faithful  high  priest  in  things 
pertaining  to  God  to  make  propitiation  for  the  sins 
of  the  people.”  Christ’s  Kingdom  shall  move  on 
today  in  proportion  to  the  depth  and  sac  redness 
of  our  sense  of  debtorship  to  Him  and  our  faith¬ 
fulness  in  the  discharge  of  this  obligation.

1  mentioned  this  matter 
to  him  upon  one  occasion.  I  shall  never  forget 
his  gracious  and  sympathetic  reply.  Later  when 
I  became  pastor  nearby  it  was  a  genuine  delight 
to  visit  in  his  home.  The  day  of  his  funeral  I 
met  a  young  w.oman  now  filling  a  res|>onsible 
position  as  teacher,  whom  only  a  few  years  ago  I 
had  taken  to  the  college  as  a  possible  student.  She 
had  very  limited  means.  She  made  good  and  is 
now  an  honor  to  herself  and  the  college.  Certain¬ 
ly,  many  young  women  testify  to  what  he  has 
meant  to  their  lives.  — E.  T.  Mobberly.

Baptist  History 

When  the  supplies  had  been  de¬ 
livered  by  the  heroic  “.Aunt  Chloe 


Holt,  ’  and  she  had  left  the  commun¬ 
ity  where  Mr.  Curtis  and  his.asso- 
ciates  were  in  hiding,  these  men  be¬ 
gan  their  long  journey  back  to  the 
old  home  of  Curtis  back  in  South 
Carolina.  It  was  a  journey  of  some 
seven  or  eight  hundred  miles  on 
horseback,  through  the  forests  of 
Mississippi  and  Alabama,  which  were 
uninhabited  except  by  the  Indians 
who  roamed  the  hills  and  valleys  of 
that  territory.  They  also  had  to 
cross  the  State  of  Georgia,  but  this 
State  was  then  settled  largely  by 
white  people. 

The  journey  was  finished. in  due 
time  without  any  incident  out  of  the 
ordinary,  so  far  as  any  reports  came, 
and  they  landed  back  in  the  com¬ 
munity  that  they  left  some  15  years 
before  for  the  new  land  to  the  far 
west.  Their  old  acquaintances  were 
delighted  to  see  Dick  Curtis  and  his 
two  companions,  Hamberlin  and  De- 
Alvo,  and  listened  with  interest  to 
their  relation  of  the  many  hardships 
and  perils  through  which  they  were 
passing  in  laying  the  foundation  of 
the  Christian  religion  among  the 
Spaniards  of  the  Mississippi  Terri- 
tory,  far  west  in  the  Natchez  coun¬ 
try. 

For  two  and  one-half  years  Bro. 
Curtis  and  his  associates  in  exile 
remained  in  South  Carolina,  on  the 
Great  Pedee  River,  where  he  was 
active  and  acceptable  as  a  Baptist 
preacher.  While  he  was  there  he 
was  regularly  ordained  to  preach  the 
Gospel  by  the  home  Baptist  Church, 
Elders  Benjamin  Mosel  y  and  Mat¬ 
thew  McCulIens  acting  as  presby¬ 
tery.  Thus  he  was  duly  empowered, 
whenever  he  should  return  to  the 
Natchez  country,  to  constitute  a 
Baptist  church. 

While  these  exiles  were  away  from 
the  Natchez  country  the  matter  of 
worship  was  not  forsaken.  There 
were  others  who  had  come  in,  some 
of  whom  were  licensed  preachers 
and  perhaps  one  or  more  ordained 
ministers,  and  they  continued  to 
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have  preaching  in  the  homes  of  the 
people.  Some  things  concerning  this 
period  will  be  given  later. 

The  following  news  item  appeared 
in  the  Clarion-Ledger  Friday  of  last 
week:  “Rev  E.  L.  Taylor,  Baptist 
minister  of  Zama  (near  Kosciusko), 
died  at  his  home  after  an  illness  of 
short  duration.  Last  rites  were  held 
at  Doty  Springs,  conducted  by  sev¬ 
eral  ministers  of  his  community.” 
Bro.  Taylor  had  been  a  minister  and 
pastor  in  Attala,  Leake,  Neshoba 
and  Winston  counties  for  fifty  years. 

The  Baptist  Clarion  brings  the  sad 
news  of  the  death  of  Rev.  Dan  Wat¬ 
ers,  who  died  at  Fulton,  Miss.,  where 
he  had  been  pastor  for  the  past  four 
years.  He  was  -12  years  old.  Of 
him  the  Editor  of  the  Clarion  says: 
“At  13  he  was  converted  and  joined 
the  Jericho  Baptist  Church.** ‘When 
21  Brother  Waters'  surrendered  to 
the  call  to  the  ministry  and  was 
ordained  by  the  Jericho  church.*** 
Desiring  to  better  equip  himself  aft¬ 
er  he  finished  Mississippi  College,  he 
went  to  the  Southwestern  Baptist 
Seminary  at  Ft.  Worth,  Texas,  and 
from  there  he  went  to  the  Davis 
Memorial  Baptist  Church,  Jackson, 
Miss.  The  last  four  years  of  his 
active  ministry  were  spent  at  Fulton 
where  he  deeply  entrenched  himself 
in  the  hearts  of  the  church  and  the 
entire  country  round  about.”
